THE EASY WAY? 

When our town spends a half million dollars and finances 
it the hard unpopular way, - by taxation, - it costs the 
average family about $25.00. 

But when the town raises the half million dollars the 
‘easy way’ -- by borrowing from the banks -- the resulting 
modern dose of inflation can cost the same family up to 
$50.00 a year for living costs for years to come. 

When a half million is raised by taxation, it is paid as 
we go, once and for all The half million dollar tax burden 
averages about $25.00 each for our approximately 4500 
households. 

When the half million dollars is borrowed from the bank, 
it is an entirely different story. The town signs promissory 
notes or bonds for the desired amount. Our commercial banks 
accept the note or bonds as if it were a cash deposit. The 
town then writes checks on such deposit to pay, for example, 
a construction concern. The construction firm deposits the 
towns checks in its company bank account. In turn, the 

* construction company writes checks to pay its workers and 
bills for materials. 

Unlike money collected by taxes, the borrowing process has 
created a half million dollars which did not exist before, 
and put it into circulation. This flow of new checkbook 
money inflates our total money supply just as surely as if 
the town had printed a half million dollars in ‘paper green- 
backs’ and spent that instead. 

The borrowed half million is a comparatively modest dose 
of inflation, but it can milk the family pocketbook consid- 
erably in years to come. 

Whether it boosts living costs visibly or whether it 
prevents a price drop which would otherwise occur from other 
influeyces, a half million borrowed by the town is likely to 
cost the average family far more in the long run than the 
same amount paid promptly in additional taxes, unpleasant 
as these are. *.
